close at 4 p. ni. 

C. In C.XSO a poll shall bo duly deinand- 
od at tho election of Councillors for any 
Ward in tho said City of Victoria, the 
vote of tho oloctor.s entitled to vote in 
Huch Ward shall be taken on the day fol- 
lowing tho nomination' ht tho following 
places, that is to say: 
In Johnson Street Ward, nt tho new 
City Hall, Douglas stroet, in tho said 
City. 1 
In Yatos Stroet Ward; at tho Polico 
BarrackH, Baiition street, in tKo said 
City. 

In JaniOB Bay Ward, at tho Hook and 
Ladder House, in tho said City. 

And tho said Rhall bo open at 10 o'clock 
a. m. iind close at 4 p. m. 

C. In case of a poll at an oloction for 
Mayor and Cuuncillors tho vote shall bo 
given by ballot. 

7. The ballot of each voter shall con- 
sist of a paper (in this Bylaw called a bal- 
iot paper) showing tho names and occu- 
pations of tho candidates for tho oflico of 
Councillor. In Johnson Street W.ird, in 
addition to such ballot paper, there shall 
bo an additional ballot p.iper showinft ilio 
names and descriptions of tho candidates 
for tho oiHco of Mayor ; each ballot paper 
shall have a number printed on tho back 
and shall have attached a counterfoil with 
tho Eame number printed on the face. At 
tho time of voting tho ballot paper shall 
bo m.irkod on both sides with an oflici.tl 
mark and delivcrod to tho voter within 
the polling station, aiul tho number of 
such voter on tho Register or List of 
Municipal Voters shall bo marked on tho 
counterfoil, and the voter, havingsecrotly 
marked his vote on tho paper and folded 
it up BO as to conceal his vote shall place 
it in a closed box in tho tu'caeuco of the 
officer presiding at the tolling. Station 
after having shown to 'him th& official 
mark on tho back. 

8. Any ballot ^apor which has not on 
tho back tho ofRcial mark, or on which 
votes arc given to more candidatos than 
tho voter i.s entitled to vote for, or on 
which anything except tho said number 
on tho back is written ormarked by which 
tho vote can bo identified shall bo void 
and not counted. 

0. After tho close of the poll tho ballot 
boxes shall be closed up bo as to prevent 
the insertion of additional ballotpapers.ind 
shall bo taken charge of bv the Returning 
Oflicer for Yates Street Ward and that 
officer shall in the presence of such of tho 
candidates as may bo in attendance, or 
their agents, and of tho Returning Oflicer 
open the ballot boxes at the now Council 
Chambers, Douglas street, in tho said city, 
and ascertain the result of the poll by 
counting tho votes given to each candi- 
date, and shall forthwith doclaro to bo 
elected the candidates or 'eandidato to 
whom tho majority of votes haro'beon 
given. 

10. When an equality of votes is found 
to exist between any candidates at an 
election, and tho addition of a vote would 
entitle any of such candidates to bo de- 
clared elected the Returning Officer shall, 
provided ho bp . qualified as a Municipal 
clcctor,g;ivo Bueh additional vote, but shall 
not in any other, case, bo ontitleid to vote 
at an election for .which lie is Returning 
Oflicer. 

11. And for the purpose of regulating 
the mode of procedure at such election and 
of conducting tho said polls, section one 
of the Bylaws entitled, a '.'Bylaw to regulate 
the election of a Mayor and Councillors 
for tho City of Victoria in the year 1875" 
commencing: If any candidate nominated 
during tho time appointed, etc., together 
with all the subsequent sections of tho 
said Bylaw and tho schodulo thereto ap- 
pended aro hereby incorporated with this 
Bylaw and shall jb.p.,rB{ul,,t9gpthor.,ii'ith 
this Bj'law, as if tlie Hiiriio' bad been ro- 
cnactcd, word for word, heroin and 
hereby. 

This Bylaw may be cited for all jmr- 
poses as "The Municipal Elections By- 
law, 1881."

Wore tlfiaq paragraph found m any 
paper sav^ Herald wo should say 
that.it savored of snobbiahnes.s. Suroly 
;our contemporary docs , not wish to 
■be understood ,as turning up his nose 
at small beginners when all- about him 
are evidences ,that in business as in 
nature ^«'tall trees from little acorns 
grow." "A cheap and nasty scale" in 
tho I/crald'a oyos we take to mean a 
small CHpitalist with a thorough know- 
ledge of a woolen mill coming here to 
establish himself on a scale suited to 
his raoaris and. tho requirements of the 
country.

That very useful though much abused 
animal tho hog forms the basis of this 
article upon another industry that has 
quietly and steadily worked its way into 
public patronage and favor. We refer to 

hkywood's pokk-packino 
establishment on Yates street, tho pro- 
duct of which will admirably sandwich 
with industries already noticed and those 
that are to follow. 

The pachydermatous animal which sup- 
plies the raw material in Mr. Heywood'a 
oatablishment is not indigenotis to this 
continent. It came, like tho wise men, 
from tho East. The first settlers in the 
States and Canada brought their swine 
with them. From its nature and liabits 
the hog was tho moat profitable and use- 
ful of all animals bred by early settlers in 
remote districts; and was tlieir surest re- 
source during their first years of trial and 
hardship. The. princii^l^ breeds, says a 
colebi^fted^ Eiiglish autliority, may be 
classified into four, namely,the Berkshire, 
the Chinese, tho Highland and the Irish. 
Of these tho earliest improved and tho 
most valuable is tho Berkshire; and this 
breed in aomo of its varieties is in gen- 
oral use in British Oolumbia. , Tho small 
white audiblkdcV Chinese hogi are chiefly 
useful for intermixing with, and improv- 
ing other varieties. 

Tho iudispensable Btoam engine is tho 
first thing that attract.'! attention. 
Not only is a five horso-power steam en- 
gine used, but also a two-horao water 
power engine for lighter work. Those 
willing and fatiguo-proof workers are em- 
ployed in cutting sausage moat, turning 
a grindstone and grinding knives on an 
emery w-hoel, in trying down lard, turn- 
ing a largo spice mill and in sundry otlier 
employments. One sausage machine 
(there aro two in the factory) is capable 
of, cutting, 300 Iba of jnoat jier hour. Tho 
lard'' tank'* for* tuanufacturing'^lfird by 
steam holds 6000 lbs of that necessary re- 
quisite for houaokeepors. Aftor being 
thoroughly melted it is transferred to a 
largo vat where it has to be stirred till 
cold in .order ,to prevent tho oily portion 
from settling tq'tno. bottom. When nearly 
cold calhs of '"Various 'ahapiea arid barrels 
are filled, andt^the pr^ductis ready.for the 
market. Thij' ' automatio ' sausage'' knife- 
grinding machine ia a novelty in its way, 
and the only one of tho sort in British 
Columbia. It ia a verj- fine piece of ma- 
chinery and was imported, from Rliode 
Island. Knives fpr the sausage machines 
require to bo so accurately and smoothly 
sharpened, that. pnly^rjan emery wheel is 
ciipabln of doing the work satisfactorily, 
'iirid this machine does it witlunit any fur- 
ther, trouble or attention aftor tho knifo 
is put into it. TIio transformation of 
pork into delicious sausages and sausage 
meat is almost miraculous. A whole hog 
does not go ia and instantly 
come out in sausages — English, Ger- 
man and Italian ; but really the pro- 
cess is something in that direction. 
Two extensive smoke houses are aiiached 
to the promises, containing seven stories 
each, capable uf holding 20,000 lbs, of 
hams or bacon. Thoro all through tho 
season a fire of onkwnod is kept constantly 
smouldering, tho efficiency of which in 
preserving moat is duo to the presence of 
pyrolignious acid, To tho peculiar kinds 
of wood used in -smoking tlio celebrated 
Westphalia hams owo their delicious 
flavor. Tho salting ro"bm is largo, and at 
the present time probably more than a 
quarter of million pounds of bacon and 
hams lie in different stages of prepara- 
tion. SLaughtoring ia dona at tlio head of 
Yates street where the appliances aro of 
tho most convenient description, being 
patterned after similar large cstablish- 
monts at Chicago. 

Mv- Hoywond haa put up to tho present 
time this sea.-ion about 1400 f,it hogfl. 
These have averaged about 200 pounds 
oach. Wo regret to add that but a small 
percentage of this pork was raised by B. 
C. fanners. Hogs by tho hundred or more 
at a sljiptnent have been arriving from 
the Sounti since Novenober laat, eonsi^- 
od to this oatablishraont. One would im- 
agine that an animal so hardy, so littlo li- 
able to di'scase, so calculated to shift for 
itself, so easily raised and so iiuliiTcront 
of care and (jocidling, \yould have rcooivod 
nioro attention at the hands of farmers 
and atockraiaera. It seems likn stopping 
a loak at the spiggot and leaving one open 
at tho bungholo to import nearly all tjio 
live hogs tliat aupnly many of the people 
of tliij province w'itn iiacon and hama. 
So it is, ho-wover, and one's eyes cannot 
be shut to the fact. It is to bo hoped 
that such a state of things will soon bo 
remedied anc( that tl\i4 loQal iletQand 
\vil) er4 lon^ bo met by loOal raisers.
